We diſtinguiſh thoſe holy Books 
from the Apocryphal, viz. The third

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We believe that theſe holy Scrip- 
tures do fully contain the Will of 
God, and that every thing, which a 
Man ought to believe unto Salvation, 
is ſufficiently taught in the ſame: For 
ſince the whole Manner of divine 
Worſhip which God requires of us, 
is writ down in them at large, it is 
unlawful, for any one tho an Apoſtle, 
to teach otherwiſe than we are taught 
by the ho/y Scriptures ; nay though it 
was an Angel from Heaven, as S. 
Paul faith, For ſince it is forbidden 
to add unto, or take away any thing 
from the Word of God, it doth there- 
by evidently *Ppoar that the Doctrine 
of it is very perfect, and compleat in 
all Reſpects. Neither ought we to 
compare the Writings of any Men, tho 
never ſo holy, unto thoſe divine Scrip- 
tures; nor ought we to compare Cuſ- 
tom or the great Multitude, or Anti- 
uity, or Succeſſion of Times or Per- 
ons, or Councels, Decrees or Statutes,

The Teſtimonies of the ho/y Scri 
tures, that teach us to believe this holy 
Trinity, are held forth in many Pla- 
ces of the Old Teſtament; which it 
is not ſo needful to ſumup, as judici- 
ouſly to chuſe them out, and diſtin- 
gu i them.

So God created Man in his own J- 
mage, Male and Female created He 
them.

From 
this ſaying vis. Zet us make Man in

| Head; and he Points at the Unity, 
when he ſaith, God created. It is 
very true indeed, he doth not ſay in 
thek Places, how many Perſons there

are; but that which ſeems ſomewhat 


obſcure unto us in the Old Teſtament, 
is very plain in the New: for when 
dur Lord was baptized in 9

ing, This is my beloved Son; the Son 
was ſeen in the Water, and the Ho- 
ly Ghoſt appeared in the Shape 
ve.
